Tt is appropriate that Aspira should pay honor to 
Teodoro Moscoso on the occasion of its Tenth An- 
niversary. As perhaps no other Puerto Rican, he 
has given new meaning to the idea of self-help 
and community development. 


From 1938 until 1963, Teodoro Moscoso’s career 


- in public service touched on virtually every aspect 


of the Commonwealth's forward movements, From 
one of the first efforts to provide decent housing 
for the poor in Ponce, to the creation of the world- 
famous Operation Bootstrap, his singular vision 
of the potential of the people of the Island con- 
tributed to the step by step improvement of the 
quality of life there. 


Called by President Kennedy to serve as Ambass- 
ador to Venezuela, and then as the first Coordinator 
of the Allianza Para Progreso, he came to repre- 
sent the contribution Puerto Ricans can make to 
the nation as a whole. Since 1964, he has served as 
a banker and, up to the present, as a corporate 


leader, as Chairman of the Board of Commonwealth 
Oil Refining Corporation. 


Consistent with his earlier goals, he has served as 
bridge between the worlds of finance and industry 
and efforts to improve the well-being of the dis- 
advantaged. Thus it was, that he came to the aid 
of Aspira four years ago, strengthening its ability 
to reach out to corporations and foundations. 


Housing expert, economic developer, diplomat, 
banker and industrialist, all fit comfortably as de- 
scriptions of Teodoro Moscoso. Add humanist, add 
cultural leader (he brought the Pablo Casals Festi- 
val to the Island), and add the honors he has re- 
ceived from such institutions as Notre Dame, Uni- 
versity of Michigan, Fairleigh Dickinson University 
and Temple University.

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Aspira - A Decade of Achievement 


In 1961, the gulf that made the American Dream 
a nightmarish unreality was bridged by a group of 
Puerto Ricans committed to the idea that poverty 
could be overcome by developing the youth of the 
community through their education and prepara- 
tion for leadershi 


Faced with a formidable array of obstacles, Puerto 
Rican students learned less and despaired more. 
As their population swelled, along with a distress- 
ing rate of failure, it began to be clear that it was 
not the children who failed, it was the System. 
The System, adhering to a simplistic “melting 
pot” theory, assumed that its attempts to solve the 
problems of one minority would simultaneously 
solve those of all. The Establishment ignored the 
fact that Puerto Ricans faced unique educational 
problems which demanded unique solutions. 


The founders of Aspira knew their children and 
their problems better than anyone else. This dedi- 
cated group provided a new dimension of insight 
ful familiarity which was previously absent, or 
pitifully limited. Moreover, they cared — about 
their children; their hurts; their possibilities. Above 
all, they cared about their community. And, they 
knew they would have to do the job themselves. 


The statistical record offers evidential proof that 

ено Ricans knew how to get the job done. In 
1963, fewer than 300 students entered college, 
many were enrolled in 2-year programs on a tuition- 
free basis in city and state universities. 


Of the approximately 7,500 Puerto Rican students 
in college in 1970, Aspira was primarily respon- 
sible for assisting more than 2,700 into some 125 
colleges in 13 states. Virtually all matriculation at 
private colleges has in part been due to Aspira's 
success in helping students obtain financial aid. 


t year, initial financial assistance secured by 
Aspirantes reached $638 thousand as against 8368 
thousand the previous year. The substantial increase 
of aid in scholarships, loans and special grants is a 


dramatic indicator of Aspira’s expanding horizons. 


Impressive as the numbers are, the agency's key 
objective continues to be community development 
through the proliferation of leaders. Thus, while 
assuring the opportunity to fulfill individual poten- 
tial through education, Aspira seeks to inculcate a 
sense of personal commitment to the community's 
advancement. 


On its part, the community, individually, and 
through organizations such as Las Madrinas and 
the Federation of Puerto Rican Parents, has re- 
sponded with its time-honored tradition of helping 
in every way possible. Giving of themselves, they 
have matched corporate gifts — they are doing 
what needs to be done. 


‘The roots of Aspira's now nationally recognized ef- 
fort are to be found in Puerto Rico itself. For years, 
the parents of today’s youth and their grandparents 
before them, suffered the same impoverishment of 
body and spirit while they waited, hopelessly and 
helplessly, for the System to notice them. Finally, 
they realized that the impetus and the momentum 
must come from within. Operation Bootstrap was 
born to become world-famed, as a philosophy as 
much as a program. That formula for success em- 
bodied in the concept of self-help which wrought its 
miracle on the Island, is a fairly recent transplant 
to the Mainland, but the concept is here and it is 
flourishing. 


There are today 1 million Puerto Rican New York- 
ers, Many came here seeking an equal chance for 
themselves and a better chance for their children. 
The quest very nearly has been overwhelming. But 
the profound belief in the potential for constructive 
change and the deep faith in the ability of the 
young people which inspired Aspira's founding 
and contributed to its decade of achievement, con- 
tinue to inspire it today. With the support of all 
who share Aspira’s objectives, the making of the 
City truly a place of full opportunity for all, will 
be accomplished.
